Each year, the president designates the first 
week of July as National Safe Boating Week, a 
time of special significance locally due to the large 
number of Quad-City boating enthusiasts. 

With more and more families taking to the 
I; water, often with little or no training in boating 
know-how, eight suggestions are being stressed: 
Make sure that everyone in the boat knows how to 
swim. Do not overcrowd- the vessel. Do not over¬ 
power it with too large a motor. Equip the boat 
with safety items—anchor, oars, boat hook, extra 
line, fire extinguisher, tool kit, first-aid kit, a life 
jacket or preserver for each passenger, and running 
lights for night operation. 

Avoid smoking while fueling. Check the 
weather forecast in advance and, if possible, dur¬ 
ing a trip. Stay with the boat if it capsizes or 
swamps, since it will usually float. And enroll in 
any of the’boat handling classes available'through 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary.

Unless the tri-county Illinois Metropolitan 
Area cooperates with its Missouri counterpart in a 
regional coordinated planning process, this dy¬ 
namic section of Illinois will not get any federal 
funds for planning or for new highway projects, 
except in communities under 50,000 population, 
after July I, 1965. 

• That is the law as interpreted by Washington 
officials of the Federal Bureau of Public Roads 
and the Housing and Home Finance Agency. And 
that is what will happen if opposition to the bi¬ 
state proposal, voiced so far by the Granite City 
ctouncil and the Alton Chamber of Commerce, is 

The law, of course, might be changed, though 
this may not be easy since 1 2 of the nation's 1 6 
metropolitan areas already have complied with it 
or taken steps to do so. Suspicion or fear of be¬ 
coming involved with St. Louis should .not be al¬ 
lowed to take the form of "cutting off our own 
nose to spite our face.” 

From some past experiences, this suspicion 
probably is understandable but. after all. the reg¬ 
ional proposal provides for equal representation 
on both sides of the river; nothing can be done 
without joint acquiescence. Moreover, the co'odi- 
nation can be achieved with an informal, as well as 
a formal, organization. There can be no powers 
other than those mutually agreed upon. 

If the Illinois Metropolitan Area does not wish 
to participate in a regional program, as required by 
law. then those opposing such cooperation should 
busy themselves to protect this area, including the 
Quad-Cities, from loss of federal planning and 
highway funds. The responsibility is theirs.

Exterior improvements that will not affect 
the tax assessment are placing siding over existing 
siding: adding or replacing gutters or downspouts: 
repairing or replacing sidewalks or drives: repair-- 
ing platforms, canopies or steps; insulating with 
weather stripping, storm doors or storm windows; 
repairing or replacing fences, replacing existing 
masonry to make new openings or remove an open¬ 
ing: repairing or altering the roof; adding or im¬ 
proving lawns, trees and landscaping; painting, 
decorating or changing exterior ornamentations: 
installing awnings, shades or screens; repairing or 
replacing window or door openings; and moderniz¬ 
ing entrances. 

More extensive improvements that will add to 
the life of property are ^subject to higher valua¬ 
tions. These would include additions, a new rather 
than replacement carport or garage, and replace¬ 
ment of siding with masonry veneer or face brick. 

But there is no reason, tax-wise, not to make 
property more attractive and efficient. As- the 
assessor points out, "Good maintenance not only 
preserves the investment in property but also keeps 
blight from gaining a foothold in your neighbor¬ 
hood." thus avoiding unnecessary loss in saleable 
value. 

An expenditure required for the realization of 
the original life expectancy of a home is not one 
which will increase assessed value. This is worthy 
of emphasis, for much misconception traditionally 
exists over the relationship between the appearance 
and assessment of homes. Obviously, there would 
be no reason for public officials to interpret tax
